A DIFFERENCE IN ,METHODS. 


In the Democratic Campaign Text­ 
book the official League 
of Nations 
Covenant is printed in full. 
From the 
Republican Textbook it is omitted. 
The Democratic

article.

Republican book contains, in its “sug­ 
gestions for “speakers” such iluminat- 
ing admonitions as follows:

If the

In these contrasts may be found a 
fair comparison

documents. The Democratic textbook 
is replete with verbatim facts and fig­ 
ures from official records and utter­ 
ances; the Republican book contains 
statements without confirmatory evi­ 
dence. 
Especially 
does 
the 
Republican 
party deplore the expense of the war. 
In the opening paragraph of an ar­ 
ticle, “The Administration’s Conduct 
of the W ar,” this complaint is found: 
The per soldier day expenditures for 
the United States, it is estimated was 
from four to six times thc per soldier 
day costs of France.” 
The fact is that the French soldier 
get 5 cents a day while the Yank drew 
from $1 up, twenty times what his 
French 
comrade 
received;

doughboy who campaigned with the

Reports of anti-Red revolts in Rus­ 
sia make rather interesting 
reading. 
Many observers have 
been 
looking 
for something of thc sort ever since 
the Bolshevik defeat before Warsaw. 
The Lenine-Trotzky government has 
subsisted on its military triumphs. All 
the reports from Russia told of misery 
and discontent in the interior o f Rus­ 
sia and it seemed reasonable to expect 
that if only the prestige of the Red 
armies could be diminished by a se­ 
vere defeat, 
the 
Bolshevik 
regime 
would be seriously weakened. 
The 
desired defeat was administered by 
the Poles under French guidance, and 
since then many have been watching 
keenly for the expected reaction in 
Russia. 
Perhaps these rumors of uprisings 
against the Moscow government an­ 
nounces the beginning of such a reac­ 
tion. 
Nobody would set much store 
by the stories except for the fact that 
just this sort of thing had been ex­ 
pected by many because the condi­ 
tions seem to favor it. 
According to 
dispatches from Riga, the uprisings 
have not so far been successful, the 
Bolshevik authorities having suppress­ 
ed them with much bloodshed; but 
any anti-Red movement that starts in 
Soviet Russia is likely to be slow in 
gathering 
momentum and will prob­ 
ably get some hard knocks at the be­ 
ginning. 
There may be something in 
these rumors. x The public will watch 
with interest 
to see 
whether or not 
they are confirmed.

The heads of the principal Euro- 
pean governments seem to be, as in­ 
deed, thfey might be expected to be, 
keenly ali$e to the many influences 
tending to pull, the several countries 
apart. 
They appear to be taking es­ 
pecial precautions in order to check 
those influence^. Evehy now and then 
a meeting of the premiers is held the 
main purpose of which segfns to be the 
reconciling of conflicting 
trends of 
thought or of policy in the different 
countries. 
That was the main pur­ 
pose of the San Remo conference. It 
seems to have bfeen the main purpose 
of the conference just held between 
the premiers of France and italy. 
Tne French and the Italians have 
been somewhat at cross purposes of 
late. 
Thelr^ ideas as to certain mat­ 
ters were rather far apart. Some fric­

tween the two countries. 
One point 
of difference was the question of a 
Russian policy.

Russia and also to compel a modifica­ 
tion of some of her policies in,the near 
East. 
This has occasioned some re- 
sentiment in France, and the cordiali­ 
ty of French-IiaHans was somewhat 
impaired. 
So Premiers Millerand and Giolitti 
arranged a meeting and have had long 
talks over the matters at issue. They 
seem to have smoothed out all*the 
rough places and-each of them is said $ ^F ather. Thomas F. Pendergast.

There is no good 
reason to believe that their gratifica­ 
tion is not genuine. 
The world was
